B. 3100-3200 L Street, Replace Existing Angled Parking with Head-In Parking (SN: 403-18708) 
The City of San Diego is proposing to convert the existing angled parking spaces on the 
south side of L Street to head-in parking, on L Street between 31st Street and 32nd Street. 
See the map with exhibits is attached showing the proposed head-in parking. (There is 
head-in parking on the 3200 block of L Street now.) The proposed new parking configuration 
would add approximately seven parking spaces and one disabled parking space. 

 
C. Board Elections for SSDPG Officers  

Per Article VI, “Community Planning Group and Planning Group Member Duties,” page 8 of 
30 of the SSDPG Bylaws, “the officers of the planning group may oversee administrative 
business of the planning group, such as the assembling of the draft agenda, in preparation 
for public discussions.” 
 
Per Article VII, “Planning Group Officers,” page 17 of 30 of the SSDPG Bylaws, “officers shall 
consist of a Chairperson, Vice Chairperson, Secretary, and Treasurer,” and “the length of an 
officer’s term shall be two years.”

Current Projects Subcommittee members 
include Steve Veach, Myron Taylor, Oscar Gomez, and Louise Torio.  
 
The Projects Subcommittee Secretary and back-up Board Secretary shall remain
